THE MADRAS PRESERVATION OF PRIVATE FORESTS 

(AMENDMENT) ACT , 1968 


An Act further to amend the Madras Preservation of Private Forests 

Act, 1949 . 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Madras Preservation of Private Forests Act, 1949, for the purpose 
hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Nineteenth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title . — This Act may be called the Madras Preservation 
of Private Forests ( Amendment) Act, 1968. 

2. Amendment of section 1. - In sub -section ( 3 ) of section 1 of 
the Madras Preservation of Private Forests Act, 1949 (Madras Act 
XXVII of 1949) , as in force in the Malabar district referred to in 
sub - section (2 ) of section 5 of the States Reorganisation Act, 1.956 
(Central Act 37 of 1956 ) , for the figures , letters and word " 31st 
December, 1967" , the figures , letters and word " 31st December, 1968 ” 
shall be substituted . 

3. Repeal and saving .– ( 1 ) The Madras Preservation of Private 
Forests ( Amendment) Ordinance, 1967 ( 10 of 1967) , is hereby 
repealed . 

( 2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the Madras Preservation of Private Forests Act, 1949 
(Madras Act XXVII of 1949 ) , as amended by the said Ordinance 
shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the said Act as 
amended by this Act as if this Act had come into force on the 30th 
day of December , 1967 .

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Requisitioning and Acquisition of Property Act, 1955, for the 
purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Nineteenth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 


1 . Short title. — This Act may be called the Requisitioning and 
Acquisition of Property (Amendment) Act, 1968. 

2 . Amendment of section 1. - In sub - section ( 3 ) of section 1 of 
the Requisitioning and Acquisition of Property Act, 1955 (1 of 
1956 ) , for the words " twelve years" , the words " eighteen years " 
shall be substituted . 

3. Repeal and saving.- ( 1 ) The Requisitioning and Acquisition 
of Property (Amendment) Ordinance, 1968 ( 1 of 1968) , is hereby 
repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the Requisitioning and Acquisition of Property Act, 
1955 (1 of 1956 ) , as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken under the said Act as amended by this 
Act as if this Act had come into force on the 11th day of January , 
1968 .

ACT 7 OF 1968 


THE INDIAN REGISTRATION (KERALA AMENDMENT) 


ACT, 1968 


An Act further to amend the Indian Registration Act, 1908 , in its 

application to the State of Kerala . 

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Indian Registration Act, 1908, in its application to the State of 
Kerala , for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Nineteenth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title and extent.- ( 1 ) This Act may be called the 
Indian Registration (Kerala Amendment) Act, 1968 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State erala . 
2. Amendment of section 17. - In sub -section (2 ) of section 17 
of the Indian Registration Act, 1908 (Central Act 16 of 1908 ) 
( hereinafter referred to as the principal Act ), clauses (ix ) and ( x ) 
shall be omitted . 

3. Amendment of section 19. - In section 19 of the principal Act, 
the words " and also by a true copy " shall be omitted . 

4. Insertion of new section 19A . - After section 19 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 19A. Documents presented for registration to be accompanied 
by true copies thereof.- ( 1 ) No document shall be accepted for 
registration unless it is accompanied by a true copy thereof . 

( 2) The true copy referred to in sub -section (1 ) shall be neatly 
handwritten , printed , typewritten , lithographed otherwise 
prepared in accordance with such rules as may be made in this 
behalf." . 

5. Amendment of section 45.-- In section 45 of the principal 
Act, 

( a ) in sub-section ( 1 ) , for the words, letters and figure 
" cause the contents thereof to be copied into his Book No. 3” , the 
words, letters and figure " cause a true copy of the contents thereof 
to be made and filed in his Book No. 3 " shall be substituted ; 

(b ) in sub- section ( 2 ) , for the words " copy has been made" , 
the words " true copy has been filed " shall be substituted . 


or 
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6. Amendment of section 46.--In sub-section ( 2 ) of section 46 
of the principal Act, 

( a ) for the words " unless the will has been already copied ", 
the words " unless a true copy of the will has already been filed ” 
shall be substituted ; 

( b ) for the words, letters and figure " cause the will to be 
copied into his Book No. 3" , the words, letters and figure " cause a 
trūe copy of the will to be made and filed in his Book No. 3" shall 
be substituted . 

7. Amendment of section 51. - In section 51 of the principal 
Act, - 

(a ) for sub -section ( 2 ) , the following sub -section shall be 
substituted, namely : 

" ( 2 ) In Book 1 shall be filed 
(i) true copies of all documents ; and 

( ii) all memoranda , 
registered under sections 17 , 18 and 89 which relate to immovable 
property , and are not wills." ; 

(b ) in sub -section ( 3 ) , for the words " entered all documents " , 
the words " filed true copies of all documents " shall be substituted . 

8. Amendment of section 52. - In section 52 of the principal Act, 
for clause ( c) of sub-section ( 1 ), the following clause shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" ( c) subject to the provisions contained in section 62, where 
a document is admitted to registration , a true. copy thereof shall, 
without unnecessary delay , be filed in the appropriate book according 
to the order of its admission ." . 

9. Amendment of section 51 - In section 54 of the principal Act, 
for the words " copied , or filed a memorandum of," , the words " filed 
a true copy or memorandum of" shall be substituted . 

10. Amendment of section 55.In section 55 of the principal 
Act-- : 

( a ) in sub -section ( 2 ) , for the words " document entered or 
memorandum filed " , the words " document of which a true copy, 
or a memorandum , is filed ” shall be substituted ; 

(b ) in sub -section (4 ) , for the words " authority entered " , the 
words " authority of which a true copy is filed ” shall be substituted ; 

( c ) in sub -section (5 ) , for the words " document entered " , the 
words " document of which a true copy is filed ” shall be substituted . 

11. Amendment of section 60. - In sub -section ( 1 ) of section 60 
of the principal Act, for the words " the document has been copied " , 
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the words " the true copy of the document has been filed " shall be 
substituted . 

12. Amendment of section 61. - For sub - section ( 1 ) of section 6 : 
of the principal Act, the following sub -section shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" ( 1 ) The endorsements and certificate referred to and men 
tioned in sections 59 and 60 shall thereupon be copied into the true 
copy of the document presented along with the document, and the 
true copy of the map or plan (if any ) mentioned in section 21 shall 
also be filed along with the true copy of the document." . 

13. Amendment of section 62. - For sub -section ( 1 ) of section 62 
of the principal Act, the following sub -section shall be substituted, 
namely : 

" ( 1 ) When a document is presented for registration under 
section 19, the translation together with the true copy oi the docu 
nent shall be filed in the appropriate book ." . 

14. Amendment of section 78.- Section 78 of the principal Act 
shall be renumbered as sub - section ( 1 ) of that section , and after 
sub -section ( 1 ) as so renumbered , the following sub -section shall 
be inserted, namely : 

“ ( 2 ) The State Government may, if in their opinion it is neces 
sary in the public interest so to do, by order published in the Official 
Gazette , remit the fees payable in respect of any of the matters 
enumerated in clauses (a ) to (i) of sub -section ( 1) , either generally 
or for any particular class or classes of cases and in respect of 
persons generally or of any particular class or classes of persons." . 

15. Amendment of section 81. - In section 81 of the principal 
Act, 

(a ) for the words " or registering of any document" , the words 
" ,registering, or filing a true copy , of any document" shall be subs 
tituted ; 

( b ) for the words " or registers such document" . the words 
" ,registers, or files a true copy of, such document" shall be substi 
tuted . 

16 . Amendment of section S2 . - In clause (b ) of section S2 of 
the principal Act, for the words and figures " section 19 or section 
21 " , the words " this Act or the rules made thereunder" shall be 
substituted. 

17. Amendment of section 89.-- In section 89 of the principal 
Act, 

( a ) sub -sections ( 1 ) and ( 3 ) shall be omitted ; 
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(b ) after sub-section (4 ), the following sub -sections shall be 
inserted, namely : 

“ (5 ) Every court passing 
( a ) any decree or order creating, declaring, transferring, 

limiting or extinguishing any right, title or interest to 
or in immovable property in favour of or of any person , 

or 
( b ) an order for the attachment of immovable property or 

for the release of any immovable property from attachment, 
shall send a copy of such decree or order together with a memoran 
dum describing the property, as far as may be practicable in the 
manner required by section 21 , to the registering officer within the 
local limits of whose jurisdiction the whole or any part of the im 
movable property comprised in such decree or order is situate , and 
such officer shall file the copy and memorandum in his Book No. 1 . 

(6 ) Every officer issuing a written demand before the attach 
ment of the immovable property of a defaulter under the Revenue 
Recovery Act for the time being in force shall 

(a ) send a copy of such written demand together with a 
memorandum describing the property , as far as may be practicable 
in the manner required by section 21; and 

(b ) where such written demand is withdrawn or attachment 
of the property is lifted or the property is sold and the sale is con 
firmed , send a memorandum indicating that fact and describing the 
property , as far as may be practicable in the manner required by 
section 21 , 
to the registering officer within the local limits of whose jurisdiction 
the whole or any part of the immovable property to which the 
written demand relates is situate and such registering officer shall 
file the copy of the written demand and the memoranda in his 
Book No. 1." . 


18. Insertion of new section 89A . - After section 89 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 89A . Power to make rules for filing of true copies of docu 
ments.- (1 ) The State Government may make rules for all pur 
poses connected with the filing of true copies of documents in the 
appropriate books under this Act. 

( 2 ) In particular , and without prejudice to the generality of 
the foregoing power , such rules may provide for 

(a ) the manner in which true copies of documents shall be 
prepared ; and 

(b ) the manner of filing of such copies . 
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( 3 ) All rules made under this section shall be published in the 
Official Gazette and , unless they are expressed to come into force 
on a particular day, shall come into force on the day on which they 
are so published . 

(4 ) Every rule made under this section shall be laid , as soon 
as may be after it is made, before the Legislative Assembly while 
it is in session for a total period of fourteen days which may be 
comprised in one session or in two successive sessions, and if, 
before the expiry of the session in which it is so laid or the session 
immediately following , the Legislative Assembly makes any modifi 
cation in the rule or decides that the rule should not be made , the 
rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be 
of nó effect, as the case may be; so however that any such modifi 
cation or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of 
anything previously done under that rule.” . 

19. Repeal and saving.- ( 1) The Indian Registration (Kerala 
Amendment) Ordinance, 1967 ( 9 of 1967) , is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance 
shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act 
as amended by this Act as if this Act had come into force on the

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Inspector , any Officer of the Revenue Department not below the 
rank of Revenue Inspector , any Police Officer not below the rank 
of Sub Inspector, any Panchayat Executive Officer, any Municipal 
Commissioner or any other Officer authorised by the District 
Collector in this behalf, may , with a view to securing compliance with 
the provisions of this Order or to satisfying himself that the said

( a ) inspect any books of account or other document main 

tained by a licenced dealer or a licenced milier as well as 

any stocks of rice belonging to him or under his control ;

( c) require any person to give any information in his posses 

sion with respect to any undertaking or business for pro 
duction or manufacture of rice or for purchase, sale or 

storage for sale of rice ; 
( d ) stop and search any person , animal, vehicle, vessel or any 

other conveyance or receptacle which any of the authorities 
mentioned above has reason to believe is engaged for 
conveying rice delivered from a rice mill or from any 
other premises where rice belonging to a licenced dealer 

or licenced miller is stored and kept; 
( e ) enter and search any such rice mill or other premises 

where rice belonging to a licenced dealer or licenced miller 

is stored and kept; and 
(f ) seize the stock of rice in respect of which any of the 

authorities specified above has reason to believe that any 
provision of this Order has been , is being, or is about to 
be contravened , along with the packages, coverings, or 
receptacles in which such rice is found or the animals , 
vessels, vehicles or other conveyances used in carrying 
such rice and thereafter take all measures necessary for 
securing the production of the stock of rice along with the 
packages , coverings, receptacles , animals, vessels , vehicles 
or other conveyances so seized , before the appropriate 

Court and for their safe custody pending such production . 
Explanation : 

" Appropriate Court" in this sub -clause shall mean such court 
as is specified in or under the Essential Commodities Act , 1955 in 
which proceedings would lie for contravention of the provisions of 
this Order and shall also include the Collector of the District re 
ferred to in Section 6A of the Essential Commodities Act , 1955 .

Explanation : 

" Appropriate Court " in this sub- clause shall mean such Court 
as is specified in or under the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 in 
which proceedings would lie for contravention of the provisions of 
this Order and shall also include the Collector of the District referred 
to in Section 6A of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 .
